After Austria^ occupation by the Nazis, Philipp von Sohoeller was 
made a member of the board of Directors of the Credit-Anetalt -Bank- 
veroin. This is interesting because the Reich Government became the 
owner of 7 6% of the shares of this largest Austrian credit institu- 
tion. The ohangos in the bank personnei were character i zea by the 
removal of all anti-Nazi or Jewish officers and employees and their 
replacement by truotod German and Austrian party members. Austrian 
Industry was represented by eight member c . One of them was Philipp 
von School Ler.
